The  first  estimate  of  the  production  of  wheat  in  British  India  is 
365,235,000  "bushels  which  is  ikQ.kfi  of  the  corresponding  estimate  of  the 
previous  year  and  also  above  the  five-year  average  (final  estimates)  which 
was  3^6,737,000  bushels.     It  is  expected  that  the  Argentina  production  will 
exceed  the  original  official  estimate  of  15^, 373.000  bushels. 

Recent  reports  indicate  that  the  production  in  Australia  will  prob- 
ably not  equal  the  early  official  estimate  of  13^ ,1$+, 000  bushels. 

The  production  of  all  the  leading  crops  in  Portugal  show  some  in- 
crease in  1321  compared  with  1916.     The  area  of  wheat  in  Italy  for  1922  is 
11,1491,000  acres  (page  I9S)  compared  with  11,779,000  in  1921 .     The  produc- 
tion in  1921  was  ISS.126,000  bushels  compared  with  1^1, 315,000  in  1920. 
The  production  in  Switzerland  (page  199 )  shows  some  decrease  compared  with 
1913-    The  prospects  for  the  1922  crop  in  Russia  (page  199 )  are  very  un- 
favorable. 

The  area  and  production  of  tobacco  for  all  leading  countries  and 
also  the  international  trade  of  tobacco  are  shown  on  pages  201  to  206.  The 
exports  of  wool  from  Brazil  from  1916  to  1921  (page  20S)  show  a  steady  in- 
crease ranging  from  2,906,000  pounds  in  1916  to  7,127,000  in  1921.  The 
exports  of  wool  from  Argentina  and  from  British  South  Africa  are  shown  on 
pages  209  and  210. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  for  consumption  in  Belgium  during 
1919  and  1920  is  shown  on  page  211.    The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in 
the  Public  Abattoirs  of  Egypt  is  shown  on  the  same  page. 

The  lowest  price  of  wheat  (page  213)  in  Great  Britain  on  March  25, 
1922  was  $1,357  and  the  highest  price  $1.6U4-.     The  lowest  price  of  corn 
was  $.857  and  the  highest  price  $1,125-    The  lowest  price  of  wheat  in 
Argentina  (page  215)  during  1921  was  $1.35  per  bushel  and  the  highest  price 
$2.23  per  bushel;  the  lowest  price  of  corn  was  $.79  Per  bushel  and  the 
highest  $1.25,  the  lowest  price  of  flaxseed  $1.11  and  the  highest  $2.6'4  per 
bushel,  while  that  of  oats  ranged  from  $Mj>  to  $.63  per  bushel.

RUSSIA  AND  THE  1922  HARVEST . 

Some  interesting  statements  have  "been  made  by  the  British  Commission- 
er for  Famine  Relief  in  Russia  after  his  recent  return  from  Russia.  He 
estimates  that  only  35  Per  cent  of  the  pre-war  area  devoted  to  winter  cereals 
was  sown  last  autumn.    With  regard  to  the  spring  wheat  prospects  he  says 
that  the  seed  brought  by  the  railways  arrived  too  late,  and  owing  to  thaw, 
could  not  be  moved  into  the  interior.    Owing  to  the  hopeless  transport  condi- 
tions it  is  estimated  that  not  more  than  33  Per  cent  of  the  required  quan- 
tity of  seed  will  ever  reach  the  fields.    Most  of  this  seed  consists  of  oats. 
The  commissioner  considers  that  the  very  best  harvest  outturn  which  can  be 
hoped  for  is  less  than  half  of  the  country's  requirements.     In  the  years  im- 
mediately preceding  the  war  the  average  yield  of  the  five  principal  cereal 
crops  of  Russia  viz.,  wheat,  rye,  barley,  oats  and  maize  is  estimated  to 
have  been  72,000,000  long  tons  (long  ton  =  2240  pounds)  and  of  this  about 
62,000,000  long  tons  or  85  per  cent  was  consumed  within  Russia,  the  popula- 
tion being  estimated  at  that  time  at  170,000,000.     Of  this  total  the  area 
now  under  the  Soviet  Government  contained  something  over  100,000,000  persons. 
It  may  "be  calculated  that  if  a  175,000,000  population  consumed  62,000,000 
long  tons  of  cereals  then  the  requirements  of  90,000,000  (allowing  for  losses 
in  population  through  famine,  etc.)  should  "be  about  32,000,000  tons  and  the 
shortage,  as  anticipated  by  the  Commissioner  would  amount  to  about  17,000,000 
tons .

AGRICULTURE  IN  ITALY. 

The  area  sown  with  potatoes,  hemp  and  flax  was  greater  in  1921  than 
in  I92O  and  1913,  while  the  area  sown  to  wheat  was  greater  in  I921  than  in 
1920  but  slightly  less  than  in  1913.    The  other  crops  such  as  rye,  barley, 
oats,  rice,  maize,  beans,  sugar  beets  and  vines,  all  compare  favorably  with 
the  I920  crops,  but  show  a  decrease  in  comparison  with  the  year  prior  to 
the  war. 

The  amount  of  livestock,  at  least  as  regards  animals  for  labor  and 
for  food,  has  nearly  been  restored  to  what  it  was  before  the  war.    There  is 
still  a  shortage  of  milch  cows,  but  it  is  expected  however,  that  in  a  year 
or  two,  Italy  will  be  in  a  position  to  export  dairy  products  to  a  large  amount

MERCHANTABLE  QUALITY  OF  TEE  1921  CROPS  IN  CANADA. 

The  returns  of  crop  correspondents  at  the  end  of  March  also  show  that  of  the 
total  wheat  crop  of  1921  viz.  300,858,100  bushels,  96$  or  288,316,000  bushels  were  of 
merchantable  quality.    This  proportion  is  the  same  for  1921,  when  9&$  represented 
253,177,000  bushels  of  the  crop  of  1920.    The  percentage  of  potatoes  estimated  by 
crop  correspondents  to  be  lost  through  frost  or  rot  during  the  winter  is  only  8$ 
or  8,25^,000  bushels  out  of  the  total  crop  of  107,3^6,000  bushels.    Last  year  the 
corresponding  figures  were  lb$  or  20,686,000  bushels  out  of  the  total  1920  crop  of 
133,831,UOO  bushels.

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COTTON  INDUSTRY  IN  SPAIN. 


Prior  to  the  war  Spain  imported  f  rom  375,000  to  400,000  bales  (running 
bales)  of  cotton  annually,  about  80fo  of  which  came  from  the  United  States  and 
the  remainder  mainly  from  India  and  Egypt.    The  American  cotton  imported 
comprises  practically  no  low  grades,  as  the  lew  grade  cotton  brought  to  Spain 
is  of  Indian  production  which  is  preferred  owing  to  its  cheapness  and  color. 

The  imports  of  cotton  through  the  port  of  Barcelona  for  the  past  nine 
seasons  (Aug.  1  -  July  3l)  are  as  follows  (in  running  bales  which  average  about 
530  lbs.  for  American,  720  lbs.  of  Egyptian,  400  lbs.  for  Indian,  and  U50  for 
the  others):

During  the  last  few  months  of  1P21  the  activity  of  the  wool  market 
was  regular  and  satisfactory  quantities  were  exported.    The  large  stocks 
accumulated  during  the  previous  year  could  be  mostly  liquidated  before  the 
new  clip  which  is  estimated  to  be  about  20%  below  normal  on  account  of  the 
decrease  that  took  place  in  the  sheep  flocks. 

German  requirements  of  the  raw  material  for  the  industries  have  been  a 
favorable  factor  in  the  wool  exports.    The  tariff  restrictions  of  the  United 
States  did  not  have  great  influence  over  the  wool  trade  because  the  great 
consuming  market  of  the"  production  is  and  always  has  been  the  European  Continent.
